Upper-level: An arrestincident at this level typically involves persons conducting illicit drug transactions for the purchase or sale of hundreds of pounds of marijuana and multiple pounds ar kilograms of crack, powder cocaine and methamphetamine. Upper-level arrest incidents
typically invalve the disruption ar dismanting of highly-defined and organized drug trafficking netwarks
